Measuring and Weighing 
It is a good idea to measure

Stand the 
child nst it, his heels, shoulders 
and head touching the wall, Place 
a book on the child's head so _ it 
touches the highest point, the long 
edge of the book against the wall 
perpendicularly, so as to be sure the 
edge of the boy’s head is level.

Alberta Coal going to Ontario 

The initial shipment of 25,000 
tons of Alberta coal to Ontario 
points, under the arrangements ar 
rived at between the Alberta Gov- 
ernment and Canadian National 
Railways, will be commenced short 


ly, following the return of Trade 
Commissioner Howard Stutchbury 
from the East. An arrangement 


has been made between the Alberta 
Government and the C. N. R. where- 
by the initial shipment of 25,00 tons 
will be made to prove the freight 
rate at which the coal can be carried, 
The Dominion Government — has 
agreed to bear the difference — be 
tween a $7 a ton rate and the actual 
cost of carrying the coal, provided 
there is a difference. The costs will 
be checked by an expert in behalf 
of the Provincial Government and 
W. P. Hinton, former Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway in charge of traffic, will do 
this work. The C.N.R. has agreed 
to carry the coal at actual out-of- 
pocket operating costs. Orders 
have been received for more than 
200,000 tons from Ontario, and if 
the arrangement works out satis 
factorily to all concerned, there will 
be considerable market for the Al- 
berta product. The trial shipment 
will include coal from Drumheller, 
Clover Bar, Pembina, Wabamum, 
Three Hills, Saunders Creek. 


May Make Paper out of Straw 

The investigation which has been 
made by the Provincial Government 
during the past year or more in the 
possibility of manufacturing news- 
print and other classes of paper out 
of straw, have proceeded to the 
stage where Premier Greenfield has 
decided to have an expert visit the 
province to go fully into the matter, 
Tests made for the province in 
eastern laboratories have proven so 
successful that it is deemed advis- 
able to have a visit from an expert.

D. D. Smith, of the 
firm of Smith Bros. and Wilson, 
contractors and builders, of  Re- 
gina and Vancouver, is in town to- 
day, looking over the site and lin- 
ing up things here in case this firm 
gets the contract for the building, 
which information will not be avail- 
able until some time in May, when 
the word will be sent from Ottawa. 

This school marks another step 
in the forward program for the de- 
velopment of the Blood Indians 
educationally and industrially, It 
is understood that the new school 
will be fully modern and have every 
educational facility that the St. 
Paul's school possesses. It is to be 
located just north of the agency
